, a day. 

There are more than 300 men employed by the company 
here, and the announcement made Thursday was all the more 
gratifying to the men as it came voluntarily on the part of the 
company. 

As one of the men puts it: “The company’s act in recog¬ 
nizing the greatly increased cost of the necessaries of life is 
a step in the right direction. The company, by increasing the 
pay of its men, is doing its ‘little bit,’ and I consider that 
‘little bit’ an act of patriotism.” 

This is the second raise this year. The Fuller company 
increased the wages of the men 25 cents a day the first of the 
year, and all men who had been in the employ of the company 
for a year were given a present of one month’s salary. 

Later it became known that some of tin* men wore raised

Tilt* news that Lord Northcliffe’s Newfoundland paper mills will l*t* placed 
ut the disposal of American publishers, provided the paper is distributed 
among the smaller publishers, who are the ones most suffering from the 
shortage, will be very good news, not merely to those responsibly engaged 
In the newspaper business, but also to their readers, who are the whole 
people, and to their advertisers, who constitute the whole business com¬ 
munity. The relief of the small publishers who have been buying front hand 
to mouth at double prices will, of course, lessen the pressure all the way up 
the line, and will thereby probably make unnecessary either the drastic 
economies in space or the drastic Increases in price which might otherwise 
have been forced on the larger publishers. 

There is no business the disturbance of whose conditions would have so 
greatly demoralized all other business. If the newspapers of the United 
States could not continue on their present scale, neither could the knowledge 
of what is going on in the world continue on its present plane. If the news* 
papers were obliged to curtail advertising, that curtailment would slow up 
all other businesses also. 

The near-famine in paper has already taught the newspapers prudence 
and caution. The reckless wastage of former years and the foolish sensa¬ 
tionalism which went with it have generally stopped. This is better for the 
newspapers and for the people. 

Kut a curtailment of the paper supply below a reasonable normal, or a 
forcing of paper prices to u point which would have compelled great in¬ 
creases in subscription rates or drastic curtailment of advertising space, 
would have changed the whole face of the intellectual and business life of 
America. 

The releasing of Lord >orthcliffe , s mills is only one of the factors in the 
Immediate situation. Kut it seems to have beeu the iinul and decisive one. 
The whole situation calls for congratulation.—Fresno Republican.

There appears 
to be but one way in which this sucking of the blood of humanity can lie 
stopped, and that is for the government to take prompt action and fix a 
maximum price at which every article of food is to be sold, and in tixing the 
maximum the price should be first scheduled down to normal.

Chats With the Editor 

Are you one of the many who hate to pay out cold cash for postage in 
mailing out bills to delinquent subscribers? Don’t do It any longer. Paste 
the bills in the current issue of your paper. 

Mr. ©uy U. Hardy, editor of the Dally Record. Canon City, Colo., says the 
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authority for so doing Is contained in the postal laws and regulations of 1913, 
page 232, section 441, which reads as follows: 

“Any publisher or news agents may enclose in their publications bills, 
receipts and orders for subscriptions thereto, hut the same shall be in such 
form as to convey no other information than the name, place of publication, 
subscription price of the publication to which they refer, and the subscription 
due thereon.” 

It is also referred to in section 442, page 233. 

Air. Hardy states that he simply pastes the bill in the inside of the 
paper, where the whole family can see it, and that it (JETS THE MONEY. 
He doesn’t let it go at one billing. If they don’t eonie across he keeps on 
billing until lie gets it or tinds out that they are deadheads, in which case lie 
cuts them off his list. 

In one year lie saved $150 in postage through this method, and that, to 
a good many country publishers, means office rent. I would advise you to 
try it yourself. If it is good for Hardy, it is just as good for you. 

Some few publishers, as well as others, have Imbibed the mistaken idea 
that our war is bound to produce hard times. Kut it will not. 

Let us look the facts in the face. 

Our allies—England, France, Russia, Italy, Serbia and the smaller 
nations—all require immense stores of war supplies and foodstuffs. They 
can only produce a very limited supply at home, hence, they must depend upon 
the United States to supply these stores for them. The stored-up and hidden 
wealth of the United States is being loaned to our allies in order Hint they 
may tinanee the war, but this vast sum does not actually cross the water. 
It will remain in this country practically intuct, but, instead of being hoarded 
up as heretofore, it will be used to pay for these enormous quantities of 
stores. It, therefore, will be put buck into circulation in tills country and 
will spreud out over the land like water suddenly released from a giant 
reservoir. Every nook and corner of the country will get Its share, and 
every mun who is not too lazy to work will participate in the getting. 

There is alwuys a relapse after the first shock of war, but that is even 
now passing away. In a few weeks it will cease to exist, and the country 
will be a humming hive of industry.

Soil, Drainage and Fertilizer. 

Prepared by the U. S. department 
of agriculture. 

C UT flower roses thrive in a 
well drained soil that is not 
too dry and is well supplied 
with organic matter. The hy¬ 
brid perpetuals succeed best in 
clay loam or in a soil with a 
clay subsoil. They do not suc¬ 
ceed so well In gravel soils. 
Many of the tea roses and their 
hybrids succeed in very light 
lands if well supplied with or¬ 
ganic matter and water, al¬ 
though the ideal soil is a loamy 
one. A well enriched soil and 
one reasonably constant in its 
ability to supply the plant with 
moisture is the chief require¬ 
ment. On the other hand, it 
must be well drained, as roses 
will not grow when water 
stands about their roots 
In heavy clay soils or wher¬ 
ever water is liable to stand it 
is desirable to provide artificial 
drainage. This is best dune by 
excavating to a depth of three 
feet, placing a twelve inch lay¬ 
er of stones in the bottom, cov¬ 
ering these with inverted sods 
and then refilling the bed with 
well prepared soil. This layer 
of drainage should be connected 
with some proper outlet for car¬ 
rying off the rvater. A drain of 
a similar layer of stones one 
foot or more wide or a tile 
should lead to some main drain, 
a sewer or to an opening on low¬ 
er land, so that surplus water 
will be carried away immediate¬ 
ly. In well drained soils such 
special precaution is not neces¬ 
sary. Sometimes the layer of 
stones without the outlet drain 
will be sufficient. The use of 
rotted cow manure or well pre¬ 
pared compost is even more im¬ 
portant for cut flower roses than 
for border roses

James V. Neuman, county surveyor 
of San Mateo county, with Herman L. 
Ryder, county surveyor of Santa 
Clara county, and the county sur¬ 
veyors of San Francisco and Santa 
Cruz counties, will make an inspec¬ 
tion of tlie proposed route for the 
Skyline boulevard Thursday, under 
the personal direction of State High¬ 
way Engineer Fletcher. Each of the 
counties will then be able to estimate 
the cost of the survey, so that there 
will be no unreasonable delay before 
the actual construction of the work is 
begun. 

The Skyline boulevard is making a 
big impression on the federal govern¬ 
ment because of its importance for 
war defense.

From Sloat boulevard along the 
west shore of Lake Merced, gradually
